legal or illegal, it is the code of honour and 
not the strict lotter of the law that prevails. 
You aro all acquainted with the state of the 
share market here and the amount of what. 
Tcall—and I do not think you will hetitate 
to call—gambling that goes on. We all 
thoroughly understund. that the greater 
is genorally for the 
sake of doing business in accordance with 
methods and fashions: which, if they came 
to .be investigated in a court of law, pro- 
bably.would not hold water. The contracts 
are generally. in forms that would not be 
recoynised—blank transfers and untilled up 
setips. Tho greater portion of the business 
is a question of honour and not. of strict 
laws or strict rights, Yuu are all in the 
habit_of looking_upon_ it in that light-.and 
dealing with each other in this manner. 
Therefore, when a man ‘comes forward 
and repudiates a contract, I can perfectly 
understand that the opinion of a commer- 
cial jury would not likely be in his.faveur. 
Yo erg doubtless ali well acquainted with 
the game of poker, You know that all 
surtsof ‘bluff’ and hesitation and pretence 
are indulged in—are a.sort of part of the 
gaine. Mon play at that game dny after 
day aud night. after night, and a man is 
perfectly at liberty to work to the best of 
is ability within @ certain limit to decoive 
his onponent, and largo sums of money ocra- 
sionally change without any one appealing 
toa Court of law, It would be cunsidered 
thoroughly dishondrable fora man -to 
ppeal to a Cuurt of law to roaist his gam- 
bliug debts. But, gentlemen, there is no 
poker, player who. would not for his own 
sake and in his own interests draw tho line 
at cheating and swindling. . Bevery ian is 
at liberty so far_as his actions and ex;res- 
sions are concerned to seek to deceive his 
opponent, but no mwa or sets of playors 
are at liberty to pack the cards or to con. 
federate with each other for the purpose of 
winning ; and no one, however inveterate 
aiplayer and howeverthoroughly determined 
that appeal in all such. matters should be 
toa Court of honour—no one would hesi- 
tato fora moment. at the very leant sign of 
swindling and cheating going on- outside 
the fair rule of the game, outside: the 
fair liberty and licence given to each 
player in that game—wonld hesitate to 
refuse to pay ¢ stake unfairly won, Now Mr 
Rastomjes, I know and you know, has been 
for Many years a very keen specu- 
Intor, taking ali the chances of the market 
when they camo in his favour undoubtedly.
